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AFL New York Ship 


Strike Ends After 


Tieup for 27 Days 


Pickets to Leave Work at 


11 O'clock This Eve- 


ning at Pier 


(By The Associated Press) 


An official of the AFL Master, 


Mates and Pilots Association an- 
nounced today the union's pick- 
ets would be withdrawn at 11 a. 
m. (CST) from New York City 
piers, and that masters of ships 
were being cleared to board ves- 
sels immediately. 


The action came as a result of a 


vott yesterday in which deck of- 
ficers at a majority of east and 
gulf coast ports balloted on an 
agreement reached between ship 
operators and the MMP in the 
27-day maritime strike which has 
tied up shipping on those coasts. 


Capt. A. E. Oliver, co-chairman 


. of the negotiating committee of 
the MMP, said the pickets, who 
have patroled New York City's 
piers since the strike began Oct. 
1. would be withdrawn at 11 a. m. 
He added masters of ships were 
being cleared to return aboard 
immediately, and that they would 
be followed by men who have 
signed for voyages, and then by 
the general MMP membership. 


Opposed on Gulf Coast 


However, the maritime picture 


was still clouded by reports of 
gulf coast opposition to the agree- 
ments signed between the oper- 
ators and the MMP and its fel- 
low striking union, the CIO Ma- 
rine Engineers Beneficial Associ- 
ation. 


In other major 
strikes, 
in- 


creased pressure was noted for 
government 
seizure 
of Trans- 


World Airlines, which has teen 
shut down by a pilot strike; and 
a basis for peace was found in the 
jurisdictional dispute which has 
hampered Hollywood motion pic- 
ture production for a month. 


Although uneasiness mounted, 


there was no government reply to 
John £.. Lewis^demand, for dis- 
cussions on the present soft coal 
contract. Lewis has backed his 
demands with a threat of a strike, 
which would start just four days 
before the Nov. 5 elections.

GOP Election Win 


Will Clean House 


Washington, Oct. 28.—(AP)— 


Election of a Republican house— 
which G.O.P. leaders claim is cer- 
tain next week—would mean a 
complete turn-over from speaker 
down to elevator operators. 


It also would result in a clean 


sweep of committee chairman- 
ships, with control of the cham- 
ber's law making machinery shift- 
ing from the south to the east 
and the middle west. 
States in 


those areas have men in line for 
the top spots on 11 of the 15 ma- 
jor committees now headed by 
southern and border Democrats. 


In addition to the seats of all 


house members at stake in the 
November 5 elections are the well- 
paying jobs of scores of elective 
and appointive officers and em- 
ployes of the house. 


All but a few so-called "mi- 


nority posts" now are held by 
Democrats in keeping with the 
time-honored rule of "to the vic- 
tors belong the spoils." 


New Speaker First 


Should Republicans organize the 


house next January, the first ma- 
jor change would be in the speak- 
ership. with incumbent Sam Ray- 
burn of Texas slated for replace- 
ment by Joseph \V. Martin Jr.. 
of Massachusetts, now Republican 
floor leader, provided Martin is re- 
elected. 


With no one openly in the field 


against Martin, his election as 
speaker in the event of a Repub- 
lican victory is virtually assured. 


The

organization battle 


would develop over the Republic- 
an floor leadership, which Martin 
would vacate.

of garbage left stranded on the 
sidewalks by a strike of garbage 
collectors. 


The youthful mayor and prop- 


erty commissioner Theo O. Hotard 
announced that 45 motor vehicles 
would be used by the volunteers 
who were requested to report in 
old clothing. The city will furnish 
the necessary gloves. 


Meanwhile, the New Orleans 


joint board of textile workers' 
union of America, AFL, condemn- 
ed the volunteer program, and sug- 
gested a meeting of CIO locals to- 
day to protest the action.

Frankfurt, Oct. 28 —(AP)—The 


American Military Government an- 
nounced today 
that 
terrorists, 


striking for the second time in 
eight days, exploded a bomb on a 
windowsill of the 
denazification 


board office 
at 
Esslingcn 
last 


night. 


By noon today 10 persons had 


been taken into custody for qi ~s- 
tioning, including one person who 
was said to have been seen run- 
ning away from the building a 
few minutes after the explosion. 


Security troops cordoned off the 


area and bloodhounds were called 
into action in an attempt to lead 
the investigators to the terrorists. 


Last night's bombing damaged 


only the outside of the building 
at Esslinger, the announcement 
said. 
No one 
was 
hurt. 
The 


bomb was believed to he ot the 
same type as was used in the 
Stuttgart explosions. 


The explosion occurred at 8:28 


P. m. (1:28 p. m., CST), just after 


an American patrol had passed 
the building near the center of the 
town. 


Army agents said they believed 


the bomb was planted by the same 
man or group responsible for the 
previous triple bombing in and 
near Stuttgart, which is only six 
miles northwest of Ksslingen. 


Soon after the blast rocked the 


town, security troops anc1 German 
police rushed to the scene. 


Security 
officers in Esslingen 


said they regarded the explosions 
as a protest against the German 
denazification boards, but there 
was still no indication whether the 
series of explosions were caused 
by extremists with right wing or 
left wing tendencies. 


Stuttgart police president Karl 


Weber said yesterday he still re- 
garded the bombings as connected 
with the imprisonment 
of 
Dr. 


Hjalnmr Schncht, German finan- 
cial wizard freed at Nuernberg. 
Schacht is awaiting trial by a 
Stuttgart denazification board.

Egypt has been involved in an 


old dispute with Britain over the 
presence of British soldiers in that 
land, but some diplomatic offic- 
ials hoped that with a tentative 
agreement on the Anglo-Egyptian 
Sudan which was announced last 
night at Cairo a solution of the 
Anglo-Egyptiar row 
might 
be 


close at hand. However, they con- 
ceded this was made highly uncer- 
tain by Prime Minister Attlee's 
denial to commons today 
that 


Britain had pledged a withdrawal 
from the Sudan. 


To Give Speech 


Before today's session opened, 


chief .American delegate Warren 
R. Austin told the United States 
delegation that 
he intended to 


make a policy speech to the gen- 
eral assembly before the debate 
closes Wsdnesday. 


The American decision to have 


Austin speak reverses an earlier 
delegation 
conclusion that no 


speech would be necessary in ad- 
dition than that made at the op- 
ening session by President Tru- 
man. 
Since that time the veto 


issue has assumed major portions. 


Whether, the 
American 
chief 


delegate, Warren Austin, would' 
also touch on another U. S. hot

Lewis on Spot for New 


Implied Threats of 


Coming Walkouts 


Washington, Oct. 28.—(AP)— 


The pre-election coal crisis head- 
ed into the showdown stage today 
between John L. Lewis and the 
Truman administration. 


While Lewis himself appeare.d 


to be on something of a spot with 
his implied threat of a walkout 
by his 400,000 soft coal miners 
Friday, the immediate pressure 
was on the White House. 


The big decision that has to be 


made there is whether (1) to give 
in again-—as the government did 
when secretary of interior J. A. 
Krug signed ~a 
contract 
with 


Lewis' last spring to end that 59- 
day strike—or (2) to let the 
miners quit work four days be- 
fore the elections and take what- 
ever political consequences there 
might be.

Approximately 250 other groups 


have replied to the questionnaire, 
but the four AFL affiliates con- 
tended the request was unreason, 
able and beyond the scope of the 
committee's authority. 


Officials of the parent AFL or- 


ganization answered all questions 
asked by the legislators, but coun- 
sel Joseph Partway defondrd thf 
right of the four gi-iups to remain 
silent.

More Money; Strike 


Problems Grow

Washington, Oct. 27— i,AP) — 


Thii 
biggest 
unions — the 
ones 


which had the biggest 
strikes 


since the wai ended—are begin- 
ning to talk higher wages again. 


Those unions are the CIO auto- 


workers, the 
CIO 
steelworkers, 


and John L. Lewis, AFL coal min- 
ers. 


Their gigantic strikes, 
coming 


as they did in the midst of recon- 
version, tied the country in knots. 
They'll tie it in knots again if 
they strike again. 


It is not ' ertair. the... will strike. 


Wait and see. So far the word 
"strike" has not been mentioned 
by the autoworkers, steelworkers 
or coal miners. 
At the moment 


they're talking only 
of 
higher 


wages. 


There is a question: can they 


afford to strike again any time 
soon? 


Have Lean Months 


The autoworkers went through 


five lean months of strike, start- 
ing in the fall of 19;!5 and Winding 
up in the early months of 1946. 
The steelworkers struck one month 
last winter. The coal miners were 
out -two months last spring. 


After any lengthy strike, in 


which workers finally win higher 
wages, it takes them a good while 
to make up for the income they 
lost by strike. 


The root of what is happening 


now goes deep, and away back. 


Four years ago this month the 


government for the first time in 
our history, said 
an 
employer 


could not raise or slash wages 
without government okay. 


In this way 
the government 


tied wages into prices. For some 
months earlier in 19-12 the govern- 
ment had put a lid on prices. 
Thus by controlling wages and 
prices, the government tried to 
keep both in line. 


But that control of wages and 


prices is beginning to disappear 
now. It began to fade after the 
Japanese surrender when the gov- 
ernment did this: 


Must Hold Prices 


It said an employer could raise 


wages without government 
ap- 


proval, and as much as he wished, 
if he didn't try to use that wage 
increase as a reason for raising 
prices. 


If he did, then the government 


stepped in ana. before letting him 
raise his prices a limited amount, 
it put a limit on the size of the 
wage increase he could give. 


So to this extent, at least, it still 


tried to control wages and prices. 


In each of the three big strikes 


mentioned here—autos, steel, coal 
—the government had to step in 
and establish wage limits. It did 
the same in other big strikes. 


Start Controls Strip 


But as the months passed the 


government removed 
more and 


more controls from prices and the 
climax —or 
the 
near-climax— 


came this month when President 
Truman took all controls off meat. 


And he did more. He said the 


end of most of the other govern- 
ment controls would be speeded 
up. 
OPA pulled off more price 


ceilings. That meant more wage 
controls were ended, because they 
apply only when workers produce 
goods that sell under OPA ceil- 
ings. 


Looking back over these past 


four years in which the govern- 
ment controlled wages and prices, 
the union leaders argue: the gov- 
ernment was a lot tighter 
on 


wages than on prices. 


They argue: workers need still 


higher wages to try to catch up 
with the much higher prices. They 
argue that the wage 
increases 


granted the recent strikers were 
not enough. 


Say Wages Responsible 


Industry argues that it is the 


higher wages that have forced 
prices up. 


The auto workers are starting 


jLhcir demands by asking higher 
wages from Chrysler. Packard and 
Hudson. 


The steelworkers may not say 


exactly what they want until De- 
cember, when their policy com- 
mittee meets. 


John L. Lewis wants to talk 


about wages with the government. 
which has been operating the coal 
mines since May. 


Meanwhile, because the govern- 


ment still has price controls on 
autos. steel and coal, it still con- 
trols wages in those industries.
